Trade, was ſuch a viſible Mark of Impotence in the 
King of Spain in Poſſeſſion, and his Miniſtry, as was 
like to work powerfully on the Affections. Hopes and 
Courage of the Partiſans of the Houſe of Auſtria in 
that Kingdom. The News. of that Loſs being 
brought to Madrid, quite alter'd the Meaſures of the 
Duke of Anjou, and the Marquis de Villadarias was 
thereupon detach'd with 8000 Men, either to retake 


that Place, or ſtop the further progreſs of the Allies. 
On the other hand, the French King, whole Intereſt 


it was to guard the Spaniſo Coaſts and Maritime 
Towns, and to awe and confirm the People of Spain 
in their Obedience to his Grand Son, by the Repu- 
ration and Terror ot his Naval Power, ſent imme- 
diately poſitive orders to his Grand Admiral, to 
obſerve, ſeek out, and fight the Confederate Fleet, 
and to aſſiſt the Marquis de Villadarias in the Reta- 
king of Gibraltar. Nor did the Count de Thoulouſe 
want powerful Encouragements to engage the Engliſh 
and Dutch ; for, beſides his great Superiority in 
Strength, having ten three deck Ships, ar leaſt, more 
than the Confederates, and-all his Ships clean and 
full mann'd ; he had the Advantage of Fighting on a 
Friendly Coaſt, and the Benefit of a great number

Notwithſtanding all theſe Advances towards a 
Peace, rhe Imperialiſts and Malecontents renew'd 
their Hoſtilities with redoubted Fury; but the Suc- 


ceſs of the Duke of Marlborough at Schellenberg en- 


clined Prince Rægotzi to an Accommodation, and to 
grant Paſſes to the Archbiſhop of Colocʒa and Count 
Sigiſmund of Lembergh, to repair to Gongos the 20th 
of Auguſt, to make their Propoſals to the Chief Lea- 


ders of the Malecontents, who were Summon'd to 


meet there. The entire Defeat of the French and 
Bavarians at Bleinheim had ſtill a greater Influence on 
the Affairs of Hungary. The Envoy of France that 


attended Prince Ragotzi was not able to varniſh over 


that Diſaſter; and the Chiefs of the Malecontents 
wiſely conſidered, That France and Bavaria being 
not in a condition to aſſiſt them, and the Turks ei- 
ther unwilling or unable to do it, it was high time 
for them to think of making the beſt Terms they 


_ could, by the Mediation of thoſe Powers who 
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A. C. ſo generoufly interpoſed their good Offices. A Cel. 
1704. ſation of Arms was thereupon agreed to, on borh 
r ſides, and Schemnitz appointed for the Place of Treaty. 
A C.- The Emperor Cans Sig:/mund of Lembergh, 
on of Ls Count Bobari an Hungarian, and. the Baron de Zeilern 
Sleca on. for his Commiſſioners at the Conferences; the Hun- 
garians appointed the Counts Bereqini and Caroli, 
with the Sieur Radzkai, to be their Plenipotentaries; 
and Mr. Stepney and Monſieur Bruyningx were to aſliſt 
at the Treaty, as Mediators from her Britannick Ma- 
jeſty and the States General, The Commiſſioners of 
the Emperor, with Monſieur Bruynincx, ſet out 
the beginning of October N. S. for Presburgh, where 
they expected ſæveral Days the new 8 from 
Prince Rægotzi in the Form inſiſted on by the Court 
of 'Vienng. That Prince had ſent Paſports before, 
but having therein taken the Title of Prince of Tran- 
 filvania, and Chief of the Confederates in Hungary, 
.the Imperial Miniſters would not accept the fame, 
leſt thoſe Titles ſhould be of ill Conſequence. Prince 
Ragotzi made ſome alterations therein, but did not 
entirely comply with the Form ſent from Vienna, 
which was likely to ſtop the Negotiations, had not 
the Envoy of the States preyail'd upon the Imperia- 
liſts to paſs over all Formalities, ſhewing them, by 
ſeveral Inſtances, that they could no Vays , prejudice 
rhe Intereſt of their Maſter, and that i Niceries of 
this nature were inſiſted upon, it would have been 
impoſſible to make any Treaties, for theſe many 
Ages, between the Crowns of England and France, 
becauſe the Monarchs of Great Britain do not only 
take the Titles of King of France, but do likewiſe 
quarter the Eſcutcheon of their Arms with Three 
Flowers-de Luce. Theſe Reaſons were ſo ſtrong, 
that the Imperialiſts conſented to go on, and ED 
- ingly the Mediator and Plenipotentiaries ſet out from 
Presburgh the 13th under a Guard of fe Soldiers, 
Commanded by a Lieutenant, who conducted them 
to about half a League of that Place, where they 
were receiv'd by Three Troops of Hungarian. They 
continued their Journey by Scenex, Wartbergh Schinta 
and Levenrz. throꝰ a moſt difficult Country, and the 
17th in the Afternoon arrived at Schemniiz, a place 
that lies on the fide of a Hill, which is fo uneven,

A. Letter from a French General. to Monſieur de 
Chamillard, 8 of State in France.

from Paris, wherein they find that Monſieur de Silly

them. Is it poflible, my Lord, that the Reputati- 
on of that Body, ſo well eſtabliſh'd every where, by

price or Malice of a private Man without Experience d 
* And is it juſt to believe him, ifhe has a mind to dif- 
grace ſo many brave Men, who, in the ſight both 
of Friends and Enemies, have done all that could

from on Board the French Fleet. 


THE 22d Inſtant, being at Anchor Lakes Velez þ 


Malaga, whither we were come to Water, our 
Scouts made a Signal of ſeeing the Enemy's Fleet. 
It was then paſt 3 of the Clock in the Afternoon, 
and there was ſo little Wind, that every one judged 
the Enemy could not come up with us that day; 
and had we weigh'd Anchor, the Tide, which in that 


Place is very ſtrong, would have brought our Line

The 24th, by break of Day, we diſcovered the 
Enemy about three Leagues a. Elead of us, and bear- 
ing towards our Fleet. We were then abodt 10 or 
11 Leagues South of Malaga. Their Fleet conſiſted 
of three Squadrons :. That which bears the White 
Flag with a Red Croſs, was Commanded by Admi- 
ral Shovel; and was in their Van. The Second Squa- 
dron, which carry'd the Union Flag in their Main- 
Top, was Commanded by Admiral Roo, and was 


plac d in their Centre: And the Third, conſiſting 


of all the Dutch Ships, under Admiral Callemberg; 
as we are told, was in their Rear. We told Seven- 
ty four Sail, of which there were 56 that came in- 
to the Line; and there were others at a diſtance, 
which appear'd to be large Ships, thar joyn'd them 
during the Fight; fo that, according to the Report 


J of ſeveral Perſons, their Line conſiſted of 60 Sail; 


in which number were very few ſmall Ships. Our 
Fleet conſiſted likewiſe of three Squadrons, the 
White and Blue, which was in the Van, Commanded 
by the wary 4 de Villette; the White Squadron, 
Commanded by the Count de Toulouſe, in the Centre; 
and the Blue Squadron, under the Command of the 
Marquiſs de Langeron, in the Rear: As for the Gal- 
leys, the Marquiſs de Roye was in the Centre with 
four of them; the Duke de Turſis in the Van with his 
Seven, and Five other Spaniſh Galleys; and Mon- 
ſieur de Fourville in the Rear, with Eight French 
Galleys. Being 
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LAs ”— Being thus diſpos'd, we failed with a Quarter 
Wind with our Top-fails up, to the end we might 


the more eafily preſerve our Line, and order our 
Motions as ſhould be judged convenient, with re. 
gard to the working of the Enemy. 'We perceiv'd 
that their Van bore down upon ours, and was alrea- 
dy at a great diſtance from their Centre. 

The Mar uiſs de Villete thinking he might get a- 
head of thar 3 with his foremoſt Ships, made 
a Signal to the Headmoſt Ships of our Line, to croud 
all the Sail they could, and Admiral Shovell till 
bearing down upon us, inſenſibly found himſelt in 
in our Line a- head of us, at ſome diſtance from their 
Centre; we judged this to be a favourable Qppar- 


tunity, and reſolved to make our Advantage of it, 


by keeping our Wind, and crowding all the Sail we 


were able in the Centre, in order to cut off the Ene.

it grew Calm, which uſually happens in a Sea-Fight, 


our Galltes might Tow us, fo as that we might make 


a Double and weather them, and fire upon them om 
both ſides, which would infallibly have hapen d. 
could we have put this Deſign in Execution. But 


Admiral Shovel having diſcovered our Intentions, 


immediately clapped upon a Wind, and the Admi- 


ral of the Enemy's Fleet foreſeeing what would 


be the Conſequence of it, gave the Signal for En- 


gaging, and bore down upon us with the Headmoſt 


Ships of his Line, which accordingly began the 
Fight. It was then 10 of the Clock: The whole 
Line began to Fire; our Ship being in the Centre, 
I can only give an Account of what paffed there up- 

on my own Knowledge; and as for what relates to 
the Van and Rear, I have been obliged to rely upon 
the Report of the Officers employ'd in thofe Diviſt- 


ons; And our- firing rais'd fo thick a Smoak, that 
ſometimes we could hardly diſcern the Ships that 
were a head and a-ftern of us. The firing was very 


brisk on every fide; and the Marquiſs de Villete had

The Fight was alſo very ſharp in 
they believe they ſaw, from on Board Veral Ship 
of that Diviſion, one of the Ships ſin With Which 
they were Engaged. Monſieur de Rolbre, who was 
one of Monſieur de Langeron's, Seconds, having at- 
ter two Hours Fight, received ſo many ſhot that the 
Water pour'd into his Ship, was obliged to go out 
of the Line to ſtop his Leaks.
